I declare that: 

My name is Michael G. Uhler. I am the Chief Technology Officer at MIPS Technologies, 
Inc. 

I am the sole inventor of U.S. Application No. 09/921400 entitled "ATOMIC UPDATE 
OF CPO STATE", and U.S. Application No. 09/921377 entitled "READ-ONLY 
ACCESS to CPO REGISTERS". Both of these applications have been assigned to MIPS 
Technologies, Inc. 

It is my recollection that prior to the conception date of the above application, I saw a 
specification that included the instructions EI and DI which would have been used to 
enable and disable interrupts by setting/clearing a bit in a configuration register. I do not 
recall the source or title of the specification, and have been unable to locate a copy of the 
specification. Examples of instructions similar to my recollection are shown in the Alpha 
Architecture Handbook, and in the CompactRISC CR16A Programmer's Reference 
Manual, both of which are being submitted via an Information Disclosure 
Statement along with this Statement of Recollection. It is my recollection that the 
examples of the EI and DI instructions were used within a privileged or kernel mode of 
the processors. 



I have searched my records at MIPS Technologies, Inc., as well as information on web 
sites from NEC, Toshiba, LSI and Philips for any information I could find that relates to 
the specification mentioned above. I have not found any documents in my search 
which relate to my recollection.
